‘The present season seems to have’ been 
porallar in several respects, Several heavy rains 

etl during the ninth moon; some of them accom- 
panted with loud and continuous thunder, a most 
ttousual circumstance, In this particular district 
about a month ago, there waa a sudden and 
violent rainfall which lasted for about two hours, 
filllog up all the gaps in the loamy soil, and 
making the roads almost impassable... Yet this 
downpour was but the thin edge of a kalfe, and 
‘bala mile distant, north,and' south, there was 
practically no.xain at all, No wonder the natives 
said that the sixth moon had broken over into 
the ninth, The effect of so much irrigation is to 
advance the prospects of the wheat, and to 
make the sifting ont of pea-nuts much more 
difficult than common, belng always a task that 
only. people’ of a patience practically Infinite 
would think of undertaking. A destructive hail- 
storm, toward the end of the fifth moon, ruined 
vast’ areas of cotton lands, which had ta. be 
replanted, The result was to make ‘the cotton 
crop much fater than usual, so that even fn the 
last third of November there are persons to be 
seen in some of the nelghbouring counties still 
gatherlng'cotton pods, or cutting up the stalks. 
Another idlosyncracy of thls year of Grace, Is the 
absence of any ,‘ frost-fall? an evant which the 
‘almanac sets for the 24th of October. But so 
(ax'as wo have been able either to. see'or to hear, 
for a great distance hereabouts, there was no, 
such thing asa frost at all, but on the night,of 
Nov. 15th a cold wind lowered the’ temperature, 
so that water froze, and the ‘ patient leaves, tired 
of'walting for the over-due congelation of-dew, 
quietly’curled up and died as well’ as they could
